These are the closing words of the following 
article, for which we are indebted to the Lon¬ 
don Bookseller. They form a fitting text for a 
life-sermon that is more eloquent than a hun¬ 
dred editorials. 

DANIEL MACMILLAN* 

Nearly all readers, and certainly every book¬ 
seller, if called upon to name the most eminent 
of contemporary publishers, would place that of 
Macmillans amongst the first half-dozen in the 
list. No name is more widely or more honor¬ 
ably known than theirs in connection with the 
best and highest outcome of modern English 
literature. The full significance of this dis¬ 
tinction, however, only becomes apparent when 
we call to mind that their position has been 
reached in less than forty years, and that the 
leading founder of the business died more than 
twenty five years ago. None of the higher 
branches of commerce offer such brilliant and 
lasting rewards as the commerce of literature ; 
but, on the other hand, in none is success so 
hedged about with difficulties, or so accurately 
measured by individual capacity. New pub¬ 
lishers are far more heavily handicapped than 
new authors, and nothing short of the quicken¬ 
ing power of absolute genius will hasten their 
growth, or assist them to bridge the chilling 
gulf which separates the aspirant from the ranks 
of established respectability. Men who have 
themselves fought their way unaided, alone 
know the bitterness and intensity of such a 
struggle. That the Macmillans conquered all 
difficulties, and not merely established them¬ 
selves, but won a measure of distinction in an 
unusually short space of time, was simply be¬ 
cause their ability was proportionately greater 
than that of their contemporaries. From their 
start in Cambridge in 1843 they were uniformly 
prosperous; they had influential friends, and

were successful in their various endeavors. 
Good fortune, or luck—lhat shibboleth of the 
incompetent—does not deserve serious men¬ 
tion as a factor in their success. Their only 
luck was the faculty they possessed of recog¬ 
nizing opportunities under whatever disguise 
they presented themselves, and their ability to 
seize and turn them to advantage. The secret 
of their success is disclosed in Mr. Thomas 
Hughes’s memoir of the elder of the two 
brothers. 

Daniel Macmillan was born in the island of 
Arran, off the Argyle coast, in 1813. He came 
of a race of God-fearing, industrious folk, of 
the small farmer class, but too poor to do much 
for the advancement of their children. His 
father died when he was ten years old, where¬ 
upon his eldest brother, Malcolm, as a simple 
matter of duty, took upon himself the chief 
burden of the family. Aided by his brother, 
on the 1st January, 1824, Daniel Macmillan 
was bound to Maxwell Dick, bookseller, of 
Irvine, to serve him faithfully for seven years, 
beginning with a wage of is. 6 d. a week. During 
his seven years Daniel learned all that his 
master could teach, and soon after the expira¬ 
tion of his time obtained a situation with 
Atkinson, of Glasgow, who, with his former 
partner, Robertson, were at that time the two 
most famous booksellers in the West of Scot¬ 
land. At Atkinson’s young Macmillan found 
hmself entrusted with great responsibility, and 
in 1833 his health, never robust, broke down 
under the strain, and he was obliged to throw 
up his employment. Restored by a few months’ 
rest, and urged by his life-long friend, James 
MacLehose, then at Seeleys’, to try his fortune 
in London, he 1 came up to the Metropolis. The 
evening of his arrival we find him, under guid¬ 
ance of his friend MacLehose, walking through 
Paternoster Row, pausing to lead the well-re¬ 
membered names on the shop fronts, and find¬ 
ing much satisfaction therein. His ambition 
was to get into a “ Row” house, but more es¬ 
pecially into Longmans’, but there he found 
there were no vacancies. Calling on Wight- 
man, the Baptist publisher, he learned from 
him that Johnson, of Cambridge, was in want 
of an assistant, and finding nothing better pre¬ 
sented itself, he closed with Mr. Johnson’s 
offer of £30 a year. He writes to his brother 
William : “lam to live in the house. I am to 
go with his family to the Baptist Church. You 
will be pleased to hear this. The salary is not 
large, but 1 am very young. I shall be able to 
save at any rate ten or twelve pounds a year.” 
The hours were long at Cambridge—from half¬ 
past seven in the morning until seven or later 
in the evening; but Daniel Macmillan never 
heeded hard work, it was second nature to him, 
and by the end of his first year he was master 
of the position and knew every book in the 
shop. He remained three years at Cambridge, 
and then started for a short visit to Scotland, 
when another attack of illness prostrated him 
for several weeks, and then, in 1837, through 
the good offices of his friend MacLehose, he 
obtained a situation with Messrs. Seeleys, 
beginning with a salary of ^60 a year. He re¬ 
mained with the Fleet Street house until 1843, 
when he left them to begin business for him¬ 
self at Cambridge. In 1839 Mr. MacLehose 
was established in Glasgow, and in the same 
year Daniel induced his younger brother Alex¬ 
ander to give up his school at Nitshill, near 
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Paisley, and join him at the Seeleys’. Hence¬ 
forward the two brothers worked side by side, 
first as fellow assistants and afterward as part¬ 
ners. 

Since his arrival in London, Daniel Macmil¬ 
lan had done much more than perfect his knowl¬ 
edge of the details of the trade. . . . Daniel 
entertained the belief that booksellers should 
be something more than mere dealers in paper 
and print, and should be acquainted with the 
insides of books as well as their bindings. In 
due time this self-imposed training produced a 
rich harvest. 

The turning-point in his career came, like 
such things generally do, in the least expected 
manner. In 1840 Daniel Macmillan had been 
very much impressed by a book which he had 
read, “ Guesses at Truth. By Two Brothers.” 
The more he studied the book and watched its 
influence on others, the more convinced he be¬ 
came of its usefulness to young men of his own 
class and condition of life. At length he wrote 
to Archdeacon Hare, one of the authors, about 
it, and about the need of such guide books to 
aid young men in the formation of opinions on 
morality and religion. A courteous reply 
came, and for the time the matter dropped. 
Two years afterward the lectures of Alexander 
Scott, a friend and helper of Edward Irving, 
attracted his attention, and he sent copies to 
Archdeacon Hare, with a letter again referring 
to the subject of his former communication. 
The Archdeacon became interested in his un¬ 
known correspondent, encouraged him to ex¬ 
plain his views more fully, and concluded by 
inviting him to Hurstmonceaux. The invita¬ 
tion could not at once be accepted, and, lest 
there should be the least shadow of misunder¬ 
standing, Daniel concluded his reply by frankly 
saying, “ It may be as well to let you know 
that I am only one of the clerk species, whose 
singular and unfortunate position with regard 
to spiritual culture was the cause of my first 
writing to you. I have no learning, can read 
no language except English, speak none ex¬ 
cept a partly intelligible Scotch-English dia¬ 
lect. I mention this so that you may know 
that I don’t belong to any of the learned pro¬ 
fessions.” At length Daniel Macmillan went 
to Hurstmonceaux, and the old churchman 
and his earnest young acquaintance were 
mightily pleased with each other; and the 
friendship thus won continued without abate¬ 
ment until Archdeacon Hare’s death in 1855. 

In the beginning of 1843 the brothers began 
to think it time they made a start on their own 
account. Both had acquired a thorough knowl¬ 
edge of the trade, and although they were with¬ 
out capital, Mr. Burnside, a partner in Seeleys’, 
agreed to lend them ^100. They managed to 
do without this loan, however, and took a 
small shop at 57 Aldersgate Street, of which 
Alexander took charge, while for the present 
Daniel continued with the Seeleys. The busi¬ 
ness was a small one, but it throve apace ; but 
shortly afterward a larger prospect was opened 
to the young men. Newby’s business in Cam¬ 
bridge was for sale, and aided with a loan of 
^500 from Archdeacon Hare, and with a fur¬ 
ther sum by a partner who joined them, with¬ 
out, however taking part in the management, 
before the close of 1843 Daniel Macmillan was 
established at Cambridge. Almost immedi¬ 
ately he was in harness his health again broke 
down, and pulmonary disease began to show 


itself in a dangerous form. Alexander was 
summoned from London, and, after vainly 
trying for some time to keep both establish¬ 
ments going, the Aldersgate Street shop was 
reluctantly closed. Daniel’s health improved, 
and early in 1844 the first catalogue of the 
brothers was published. The business was 
prosperous from the very beginning ; cus¬ 
tomers became friends. In those days it was 
almost heresy for a bookseller in a university 
town to pretend to any knowledge of what 
books contained, but Daniel Macmillan did 
know, and in a very short time his knowl¬ 
edge was admitted and respected. They had 
plenty of difficulties to contend with — not 
the least being the system of outrageously long 
credits which then prevailed, and which they 
firmly and decidedly refused to give ; but they 
prospered, and next year were able to further 
extend their business by the purchase of that 
of Mr. Stevenson, whose health compelled 
him to retire. This required ^6 ooq more of 
borrowed capital, and the admission of fresh 
partners, who did nothing for the firm beyond 
drawing their share of the profits. 

Already, in 1844, we find Daniel Macmillan 
turning his attention to the prospect of becom¬ 
ing a publisher, and writing to Hare on the 
subject. The first venture seems to have been 
made in that year. It was a small volume, 
published at the request of John Sterling—a 
reprint of an answer by William Law, author 
of “ The Serious Call,” to Mandeville’s “ Fable 
of the Bees,” with an introduction by Professor 
Maurice. From this time their imprint was 
seen, with annually increasing frequency, on 
the title-page's of books, but it was not until 
1855 that the house obtained their first great 
popular success with Charles Kingsley’s 
“Westward Ho,” concerning which, Daniel 
Macmillan writes exultingly to the author that 
Mudies had taken 350 copies ! By this time 
the success of the house was assured ; book 
after book was issued, and a rising set of young 
authors gathered about them, whose names have 
since become of world-wide celebrity. But the 
life of Daniel Macmillan was fast drawing to 
its close. The progress of the pulmonary dis¬ 
ease, from which he suffered, continually drove 
him from Cambridge in search of relief. He 
lingered through the early summer months of 
1857, and at length, on the 27th of June in that 
year, passed quietly away. But the seeds sown 
by Daniel Macmillan have borne fruit most 
plentifully, and the steady progress of the 
great publishing house which he founded is too 
well known to require more than a passing 
reference in these pages. 

The brothers Macmillan commenced with a 
high sense of their mission. They were tiaders, 
but their merchandise was knowledge, and on 
its quality depended the future happiness or 
misery of millions of their fellow creatures. 
They won their way by dint of good Scotch 
shrewdness and common sense, but allied with 
this were higher impulses, which gave to their 
work a character far nobler than that of 
merely successful trading. Under the guidance 
of Mr. Alexander Macmillan, the house has 
continued to pursue the course marked out at 
the commencement, and now that a new genera¬ 
tion, sons of each of the founders, is taking an 
active share in the management, we may hope 
for many years to witness k its continued pros¬ 
perity. 
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POOLE’S INDEX. 

It is with especial pleasure that we are en¬ 
abled to announce authoritatively that James 
R. Osgood & Co. will in December issue the 
invaluable and long expected “ Index to Pe¬ 
riodical Literature,” by William Frederick 
Poole, LL.D., Librarian of the Chicago Public 
Library. This third edition is brought down 
to January, 1882, with the assistance as Asso¬ 
ciate Editor of William I. Fletcher, Assistant 
Librarian of the Watkinson Library, Hartford, 
Conn., and the co-operation of the American 
Library Association and the Library Association 
of the United Kingdom. It will make a royal 
octavo volume, and will, without doubt, well 
•sustain the well-known character of its com¬ 
pilers for accurate and painstaking work. 
Apropos of the early appearance of the “Index,” 
the following anecdote, clipped from the 
Nation, is but another contribution to the record 
of the trials and tribulations of authors. 

“ On the 5th of July a parcel of manuscript of 
Poole and Fletcher’s great ‘ Index to Periodi¬ 
cals,’ containing the material for about twenty 
printed pages, was stolen from the express on 
its way to the printer. Imagine the state of 
mind of the editors ! Manuscript of that kind 
-cannot be written out from the imagination of 
an editor. The indexes of some periodicals 
might, so far as they were concerned, furnish 
an imperfect substitute ; but the twenty pages 
could never be entirely replaced without going 
•over from beginning to end all represented in 
the Index—over 4000 volumes, the three years’ 
work of some fifty co-operators. But, for¬ 
tunately, while the editors were considering 
how much of this could be undertaken without 
delaying their printer too long, the manuscript 
was found under a street-counter, where it had 
been thrown by the disappointed thief.” 


THE DELIGHTS OF CATALOGUES. 

The Bibliographer for August opens an inter¬ 
esting article on early catalogues and book-lists 
with the following remarks : 

“ We have heard it remarked by more than 
one reader of the Bibliographer , that one of the 
most delightful occupations is the perusal of 
book-catalogues. And, indeed, it is almost a 
truism to say that to every book-lover a cata¬ 
logue is an object of great interest, for if we pay 
attention simply to the catalogues of book sales 
and of second-hand booksellers there is much 
knowledge and out-of-the-way information to be 
gained therefrom. Next to the satisfaction of 
sending off a parcel of treasures is the satisfac¬ 
tion of marking in a catalogue the books that 
we should like to have, but cannot buy. The 
writer of this article has congregated a goodly- 
sized heap of these marked catalogues, and they 
■do not, by any means, lose their interest by being 
kept. But book-catalogues have an interest 
over and above their accidental value. There is 
what we may venture to term their personal 
value and their chronological value. By their 
personal value we mean the value attached to a 
-catalogue of the books of any great author. 
Who, for instance, would not like to know the 
books that Shakespeare had accumulated on his 
shelves ! One reads still with delight the cata¬ 
logues of the Fonthill Abbey Library, of the 
Strawberry Hill Library, of the Library of Brand, 
and of others well known ; and we are not at all 
sure whether the ms. catalogue of Gibbon’s 


library, once in the possession of Beckford, 
would not find an acceptable welcome in these 
pages. By*the chronological value of book- 
catalogues, we mean that value which attaches 
to the records of books at various periods of 
literary history by which we can ascertain the 
whereabouts of certain rare books and the 
general distribution of literature at certain 
periods.” 


OBITUARY. 

WILL I A M S TA NLEY JE VO NS. 

A London dispatch of August 15 states that 
Professor W illiam Stanley jevons, the philoso¬ 
pher and professor of Political Economy, has 
been drowned while bathing at Bexhill. Pro¬ 
fessor Jevons was born in Liverpool, England, 
in 1835. He was a grandson of William Ros- 
coe, the historian. He was educated at the 
University College, London ; held an appoint¬ 
ment in the Australian Royal Mint at Sydney 
from 1854 to 1859, an d visited this country in 
i860. In 1864 he became a fellow of his col¬ 
lege, and in 1866 was appointed Professor of 
Logic and Mental and Moral Philosophy and 
Cobden Lecturer on Political Economy in 
Owens College, Manchester. He was the author 
of a pamphlet on “The Value of Gold,” pub¬ 
lished in 1863, and of another, published in 1865, 
on “The Coal Question,” showing the proba¬ 
ble impending exhaustion of the English coal 
fields, and the expediency of liquidating the 
national debt in time. He published “Ele¬ 
mentary Lessons in Logic” in 1870, a “Theory 
of Political Economy,” and an elaborate trea¬ 
tise on the Principles of Science in 1874, in 
which numerous original ideas concerning pro¬ 
cesses of reasoning are propounded. He was 
examiner in Moral Science in the University 
of Cambridge in 1874-75, and in Logic and 
Mental and Moral Philosophy in the Univer¬ 
sity of London in 1878. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Mr. Moncure D. Conway is engaged upon 
a work describing the South Kensington 
Museum, which will be abundantly illustrated. 

Mr. Joel Chandler Harris has another 
Uncle Remus book under way, and is also at 
work upon a novel, a story of slave-life in the 
South. 

Mr. J. T. Altemus, the editor of the News¬ 
dealers Bulletin , has been busily engaged for 
some time in writing a novel descriptive of 
early life in California. It is nearly complete, 
and will be published in the fall. 

Mr. R. H. Shepherd has in preparation 
“The Life, Letters, and Uncollected Writings, 
in Prose and Verse, of W. Makepeace Thack¬ 
eray.” It will probably be remembered, re¬ 
marks the Academy , that Thackeray did not wish 
any biography of himself to be published. 

Mr. Sydney Howard Gay, editor for some 
years of the Evening Post , and the author of a 
popular history of the United States, is to write 
a life of James Madison for the American 
Statesmen Series. Prof. Sumner, of Yale, is at 
work on the life of Jackson ; President Gilman, 
of Johns Hopkins, will write about Monroe ; 
and Albert Gallatin falls to the lot of Mr. J. A. 
Stevens, late editor of the Magazine of American 
History.

EGYPT AND TURKEY. 

The Suez Canal. —The Internatio 7 ial Review 
for August has an article on the Suez Canal,by 
Victor M. Hollinsworth, containing descrip¬ 
tion, history and valuable statistics. 

Egypt. —For present purposes the most use¬ 
ful list of references is given under the heading 
“European Interests in Egypt,” in the Provi¬ 
dence Public Library Monthly Reference Lists for 
July. 

Bulletin No. 62 (July) of the Boston Pub¬ 
lic Library contains the titles of a large number 
of books on Egypt, Assyria, etc., mostly pur¬ 
chased from the library of M. Chabas. 

The Century for September will contain a 
timely paper on “ The War in Egypt,” by Gen. 
McClellan. 

Mr. S. Lane-Poole, whose brief description 
of Egypt for Messrs. Sampson Low & Co.’s 
series of “Foreign Countries” has proved 
serviceable to the journalists in the present 
imbroglio, has been engaged, says the A then- 
1eum y to write the Egyptian portion of the 
“ Picturesque Palestine,” &c., which Messrs. 
Virtue & Co. are bringing out with the collab¬ 
oration of Col. Wilson, Lieut. Conder, Prof. 
Palmer, Miss Rogers, and others. 

Turkey and Egypt. —On the history of Tur¬ 
key, Freeman and Creasy will be found most 
valuable. Freeman is more readable, and is 
not without peculiar and characteristic merits. 
Lane and McCoan are the authorities on modern 
Egypt. Baker’s “Turkey” gives an alleviating 
view of the Turkish government. Argyll’s “East¬ 
ern Question” discusses the general relations of 
Turkey to the adjacent nationalities. For an 
account of events leading to the complications 
of 1875-80, recourse should be had to the “An¬ 
nual Register,” and to the English Reviews for 
those years. For a thorough history of Turkey, 
Zinkeisen is above all others, except von Ham- 
mer-Purgstall.— Adams' “ Manual of Historical 
Literature .” 

Maps of Egypt. —The (London) Bookseller 
reports the following maps : 

“Letts, Son & Co., Limited, have published 
a map of Egypt, on a scale of forty-five 
miles to the inch, with an enlarged plan of 
the Suez Canal. Also, a plan of Alexandria, 
with houses and’streets, on a scale of three inches 
to the mile. James Wyld publishes several 
maps and plans. That of Alexandria and neigh¬ 
borhood, with forts and defences, is a very use¬ 
ful companion to the newspaper. Another is 
the Isthmus of Suez and Lower Egypt, showing 
the lines of railways. E. Stanford issues the 
late Colonel Leake’s elaborate map of Lower 
Egypt, on a large scale, and also separate plans 
of the fortifications and streets of Alexandria. 
There is, also, a smaller, but very clear, map of 
Lower Egypt, good for handy reference. A. 

Johnston has published a useful map, by Messrs. 
A. and K. Johnston, to illustrate affairs in 
Egypt. The scale is 76 inches to the mile, and 
the map includes the Mediterranean Sea, with 
enlarged map of Upper Egypt. There are also 
plans of Alexandria, the Bosphorus, and Con¬ 
stantinople. It sells at a shilling, and is an ex¬ 
ceedingly well-printed sheet.” 

One of the best maps, by Kiepert, has just 
been received in this country by the German 
importers.

They have now 
ready new editions of W. H. Thome’s time-hon¬ 
ored books of adventure, viz.: “The Gold 
Hunter’s Adventures.” “The Bush-Rangers,*’ 
“The Gold Hunters in Europe,” “A Whale¬ 
man’s Adventures in the Sandwich Islands.” 
“A Slaver’s Adventures,” “Life in the East 
Indies,” and “ Running the Blockade.” 

Phillips & Hunt have just published HurU 
but’s “ Life of Christ ” as number 38 of the 
Chautauqua Text-Books; “Minutes of the 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church” (Spring of 1882) ; W. C. Wilkinson’s 
“ Preparatory Greek Course in English,” as one 
of the After-school Series; a revised edition 
of Rev. Dr. Hunt’s compilation of “Laws re¬ 
lating to Religious Corporations and, for the 
author, Dr. William Taylor’s “ Ten Years of 
Self-supporting Missions in India.” 

D. Lothrop & Co. will soon issue as a holi¬ 
day book, but in advance of the season, “The 
Ballad of the Lost Hare,” by the charming au^ 
thoress, Margaret Sydney. The illustrations 
depict the story in the clearest manner, and the 
pathos, humor, and musical rhythm of the verse 
render it one of those ballads that are learned 
by heart by little ones. They will also publish 
Geo. MacDonald’s new book, “Weighed and 
Wanting,” the original manuscript of which was 
furnished the American publishers before pub¬ 
lication in England. 

Macmillan & Co. have in press for imme¬ 
diate issue a cheap edition of Butcher & 
Lang’s famous translation of Homer’s Odyssey. 
It is printed in the same elegant style as the 
English book and is another sign of the deter- 
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mination of this house to produce cheap Ameri¬ 
can editions of such of their popular works as 
may fairly be termed “classical.” This trans¬ 
lation has been esteemed one of the best prose# 
versions of the Odyssey in the language, and this 
cheap reprint cannot fail to be a boon to classi¬ 
cal scholars and a delight to the general reader. 

Robert Clarke & Co. have just issued a 
handsome 8vo volume of 211 pages, containing 
the proceedings of the thirteenth annual meet¬ 
ing of the Society of the Army of the Cumber¬ 
land, at Chattanooga, Tenn., September 21 and 
22, 1881. The late President Garfield was an 
active member of this Society from its first 
organization. He had looked forward to this 
meeting with great interest. In consequence 
of his death the proceedings were chiefly of a 
memorial character, in which the members of 
the Society were joined by thousands of ex- 
Confederate soldiers. The volume contains a 
fine steel portrait of General Garfield, and its 
contents are very interesting. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish in Sep¬ 
tember, Sherman’s “ March to the Sea,” by Gen¬ 
eral Cox, as the next volume in Scribner’s 
Campaign Series , and Chaplain Van Horne’s 
“ Life of General Thomas.” A fine steel por¬ 
trait of General Thomas will accompany the 
Life. They will issue in October a new book by 
H. H. Boyesen, the title of which will probably 
be “ Idyls of Norway and other poems.” The 
first poem in the book will be“ The Lost Hellas.” 
The last of the Norse idyls, “Thora,” is soon 
to appear, with illustrations, in Our Continent. 
“ Calphurnia,” and other poems which are to be 
included in this volume, are already familiar to 
Mr. Boyesen’s admirers. About the same date 
they will publish Mr. Andrew Lang’s “ Helen 
of Troy,” which Bell, of London, will also issue 
in England. 

Scribner & Welford announce for imme¬ 
diate issue, “ Cecilia; or, Memories of an 
Heiress,” by Frances Burney, which the English 
publishers, Bell & Daldy, bring out in honor of 
the centenary of this the best of Fanny Burney’s 
novels. The new edition has a preface and 
notes by Mrs. A. R. Ellis. The Athenceum 
says, “We trust that many jaded novel-readers 
will turn to the delightful book which delighted 
their great-grandfathers.” Scribner & Welford 
will also issue at the same time a cheap illus¬ 
trated edition of F. C. Burnand’s “ Happy 
Thoughts Mrs. H. R. Haweis’ “ Chaucer for 
Children;” a new edition of George Herbert’s 
“ The Temple,” with an introductory essay by 
Mr. J. Henry Shorthouse, the author of “John 
InglesantJ. O. Halliwell Phillipps’ “Outlines 
of the Life of Shakspeare;” “America Re¬ 
visited,” by George Augustus Sala, and “The 
Zoological Gardens,” a new “Aunt Louisa” 
•colored toy-book for children. 

James R. Osgood & Co. recently issued a 
new edition of the “ Imitation of Christ,” by 
Thomas h. Kempis, which is selling at a reduced 
price, and is brought out in exquisite style. 
Religious libraries give it large patronage. 
They are also progressing as rapidly as possible 
with the publication of W. D. Howells’ last 
novel, “ A Modern Instance,” and later in the 
autumn have in store even a greater treat in a 
new romance by Nathaniel Hawthorne. It is 
•entitled “ Doctor Grimshawe’s Secret,” and is 
■one of Hawthorne’s most powerful and char¬ 
acteristic works. The story turns upon the 


claims of an American to ancestral estates in 
England, and the scenes are laid on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Julian Hawthorne has pre¬ 
pared a preface for this latest relic of his 
father’s genius. “The Correspondence^ of 
Thomas Carlyle and Ralph Waldo Emerson,” to 
which reference was made in our last issue, will 
appear in December. The letters were long 
since placed in the hands of the editor, Mr. 
Charles Eliot Norton, with the fullest powers for 
editing and publication. Mr. Norton’s con¬ 
nection with the book is sufficient guaranty of 
the quality of the editorial work. An inter¬ 
esting and valuable memoir of a distinguished 
officer, prominent both by his scientific at¬ 
tainments and his services in war-times, will 
be the “Memoir of Rear-Admiral John A. 
Dahlgren,” by his widow. A beautifully exe¬ 
cuted edition of Scott’s “ Lady of the Lake,” 
with one hundred and twenty illustrations by 
leading American artists, will appear in Oc¬ 
tober, and promises to be one of the holiday 
features of the year. The landscapes are all 
from drawings made upon the spot. This house 
presents in this number of the Weekly their 
list of announcements for fall publication. 


Sampson Low & Co. will publish in the 
early autumn a new work, by the Rev. W. E. 
Winks, on the “ Lives of Illustrious Shoe¬ 
makers.” 

The Belgian Academy of Science offers a 
prize of 3000 fr. for the best essay on the pollu¬ 
tion of rivers and the destruction of fish. The 
essay should be sent to the Secretary before 
October 1st, 1884. 

M. Renan’s recent treatise on the “ Eccle¬ 
siastes” has been placed by the authorities of 
the Roman Church on the “ Index Librorum 
Prohibitorum”—the list of books which no good 
Catholic is permitted to open. 

A new novel by that versatile writer, M. 
Jules Claretie, was published last week by 
Dentu. It is entitled “ Le Million and, like 
his last, “ Monsieur Le Ministre” (which is now 
in its forty-seventh edition), it deals with the 
social life of to-day. 

Ciiatto & Windus have in press a new work 
by Captains Burton and Cameron, entitled, 
“To the Gold Coast for Gold: A Personal 
♦Narrative.” The same firm is about to bring 
out M. de Hesse-Wartegg’s “Golden Land,” a 
book describing his travels in the Southern 
States and Mexico. 

Frederick Warne & Co. signify their ap¬ 
preciation of the English demand for our 
Western work by announcing “ The Columbia 
Library,” of American copyright Literature. 
The first volume in the series is “ The Iloosier 
Schoolboy,” by Mr. Edwin Eggleston. The 
prices announced are a shilling, paper, and a 
shilling and six-pence, cloth. 

The Academy says that Lord Chief Justice 
Coleridge has been kind enough to let Dr. 
Alois Brandi have access, for his new work on 
Coleridge, to all the letters of Coleridge, Words¬ 
worth, and Southey addressed to the late Sir 
John Coleridge. The Coleridge letters cover 
nearly the whole of the poet’s career, and begin 
with the appeal to buy his discharge from the 
army. 

According to the Academy the whole of the 
large-paper copies of Shakspiere’s works 
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(“Parchment Library”) now publishing by 
Kegan Paul, Trench & Co. were sold on the 
day of issue. Six copies of the work are to 
be printed on vellum, which are all bespoken. 
Six copies of the Imitation of Christ , in the 
same series, were also printed on vellum, and 
sold at once. 

Messrs. Kent have hit upon an ingenious 
device. They have printed separately each of 
Shakespeare’s plays in clear though small type, 
and they have manufactured a pocket-book in 
French morocco, provided with a patent clasp 
and a pencil,and just large enough to hold one 
of the plays. The Shakespeare fanatic can 
carry any play he chooses in his pocket without 
exposing it to wear and tear. 

Reeves & Turner will issue immediately two 
new editions of Shelley’s poetical works, edited 
by'Mr. H. Buxton Forman. A great number 
of fresh collations, Mrs. Shelley’s invaluable 
biographical and critical notes, and a new sub¬ 
ject index will serve to complete the work and 
render it exceptionally valuable. One of the 
editions will be in four, and another, containing 
the text only, will be in two volumes. 

W. Blackwood & Sons, Edinburgh, propose 
to issue an illustrated volume dealing faith the 
life and works of David Scott, R.S.A. It will 
consist of a “ Biographical and Critical Essay” 
by John M. Gay, author of “George Manson 
and his Works,” reprinted, with revision and 
considerable additions, from Blackwood's Maga¬ 
zine, and a carefully compiled catalogue of the 
artist’s works, giving particulars as to their 
size, present owners, etc. The book will be 
illustrated by about thirty illustrations, giving 
typical examples of David Scott’s art. 

£JThe London Academy announces that the 
American reader prefers modern French fiction 
to any other, and adds : “ Translations of the 
more celebrated works of French novelists are 
published in rapid succession, and apparently 
find a ready sale.” This, remarks Our Con¬ 
tinent, is only a fresh illustration of the English 
habit of taking for granted any affirmation 
made as to American characteristics, whether 
anything is known of them or not, the facts in 
this particular case being that Americans have 
a decided disrelish for translations of modern 
French fiction, as American publishers have 
found to their cost. 

The committee of the Bookbinders’ Pension 
and Asylum Society (London) intend, states the 
Bibliographer, building two additional alms¬ 
houses as a completion and frontage of one 
wing of their Asylum in Ball’s Pond Road. 
These are to be called the Ferguson Cottages, 
as a monument to the memory of the late Mrs.

in the trade. The committee hope to be able 
next year to elect an additional Ferguson pen¬ 
sioner and a jubilee pensioner. 

Decoratif Art Exhibition. — We learn 
from the Bibliographie de la France, says the 
Bibliographer , that in the exhibition of the 
“ Union Centrale des Arts Decoratifs,” which is 
to be held in the Palais de l’lndustrie, Paris, in 
September, the principal industries concerned 
are those dealing in paper. These will be 
divided into two sections—the book and the 
picture ; under the first heading will be classed 
all the products of printing, and under the sec¬ 
ond those of engraving. There will be a ret¬ 
rospective museum, which will represent good 
specimens of the arts of the past relating to 
furniture, costume, books and engravings. In 
the modern exhibitions prizes will be givqji. " 
Any publishers, booksellers, or bookbinders 
wishing to take part should send to the office, 
Place des Vosges 3, Paris. 

The “Almanach de Gotha” issues the first 
of what is designed to be an annual supplement 
to that valuable organ of information. The 
“Annuaire,” as this supplementary publica¬ 
tion is called, is a thinner volume, but other¬ 
wise is identical in form with the “ Almanach,” 
and is intended to perfect the list of diplomatic 
and consular agents of the civilized nations of 
both hemispheres. It first gives the ambassa¬ 
dors, ministers, etc., of each country, and im¬ 
mediately afterward the secretaries, attaches, 
etc.—all arranged alphabetically for ready refer¬ 
ence. Then comes a list under each country 
of the diplomatic and consular corps resident 
therein, in alphabetical order, (0) by nationality, 
(b) by places of residence. Finally, the entire 
personnel is indexed. The national colors oc¬ 
cupy four colored plates at the end. The edi¬ 
tors crave and merit indulgence for the neces¬ 
sary shortcomings of a first edition. 

John Lovell & Son, Montreal, have just 
published the third volume of Henry J. Mor¬ 
gan’s “ Dominion Annual Register and Re¬ 
view” as a double issue, covering the years 
1880 and 1881. The Evening Post , in a review 
of the “ Register,” speaks of it as full of inter¬ 
esting information relating to Canada, and says 
that among other things Mr. Morgan furnishes 
a readable summary of achievements in litera¬ 
ture, science, and art. The literary product of 
the Dominion is not to be despised, though it 
is strongest in historical works like Ryerson’s 
“ Loyalists of America” and Rattray’s (un¬ 
finished) “ Scot in British North America,” un¬ 
less we admit (as Mr. Morgan does) Goldwin 
Smith’s “ Cowper” and “Lectures and Essays.” 
Marchand’s translation (unfinished) of Kalm’s 
journals of his travels in America ; Gagnon’s 
“ Chansons Populaires du Canada,” and Todd’s 
“ Parliamentary Government in the British 
Colonies,” are also deserving of mention. 
There are now no fewer than seven historical 
societies in the Dominion, one of the youngest, 
that of Nova Scotia, being perhaps the most 
vigorous and promising.
